which "Eastward IIo !" and "Homo 
again" grew and astonished the artist's 
friends.

tho big dull side of that famous ship 
would startle the first beholders who 
had access to O'Neil'B Btudio. They 
thought their friend mud to fill his 
foreground with such an ugly mass phut 
they wore silenced when the real home- 
ly English men and women began to 
come down the sido, saying farewell to 
tho gallant follows who presently crowd- 
ed the deck and looked over tho bul- 
warks at tho sorrow-stricken dear ones 
for whom tho old boatman 'WAS waiting 
below, 
A contrast to both these stu- 


dios is 'Hint of Ben Leader,' who has 
made his way to tho front as a land- 
•capo artist. It ia surrounded by the 
country which Load* loves to paint ; 
tho middle distance is fine, rich, open 
meadow land ; In tho fur distance tho 
Malvorn hils mount up to tho sky in a 
graceful outline that rivals tho sun's 
own pictures of cloud mountains. Lead- 
ers studio ie as simple as the most ordi- 
nary workshop. '1'hero is nothing in it 
to distract th« artist's attention from 
his woik or to rolivo tho eye when it is 
weary j but the worker has sll kinds of 
fthuttors and 'mechanical contrivances 
for the miuiagomcnt of his lights ; and 
lie ptiinta with grout facility, working 
with unflagging earnestness while he is 
nt it, If he wants a olmnge there is 
liis horso «t tho door, and a glorious 
country to rid* through, with the old 
cily of Worcester lying down yonder in 
th« valley by tho Severn. The fin«t 
studio T evei visited — It would hold all 
thnso I have mentioned— is Doro's, in 
Parii 
It w»« planned long before the 


artist became furuoua. 
When there 


wus some doubt about his pictures be- 
ing hung at the French Academy, he 
suid to Lie friend Jerrold, "I will havo 
my own saloon ; if they wish to soe my 
pictures, »hoy must come there," Bravo 
words ; in tb»m spoke out of conscious 
soul, the iiriri will, tho true genius.
